speech was made here last night. 
Two men intimately identified with 
the organization of the Bank of In- 
ternational settlements sat In the 
presence of two

tions of the bank and gave to an as- 
sembled group of several hundred 
lembers of the International Cham- 
er of Commerce a picture of what 


was contemplated by the new Institu- 
tion.Owen D. Young, author 
of the 


Toung plan, introduced Melvin A. 
Traylor, president of the First Na- 
tional hank of Chicago, who has just 
returned 
from 
the 
conferences 


"abroad at_ which the International 
tank was "set up. 


Mr. Traylor 
aimed1 his speech 


plainly at those who fancied they 
saw danger to the economic welfare 
of this country in the organization 
of the bank. One by one he took 
up the objections and either argued 
that they were baseless in fact or 
else that they had been misunder- 
istood on this side of the Atlantic. 
'When he had concluded Mr. Traylor 
••'was greeted with a spontaneous out- 
hurst of applause. 


HAS VETO POWER 


Sojne of the- interesting observa- 


tions made by Mr. Traylor were that 
thfr Federal "Reserve bank of New 
York while not a participant in the 
management 
of the 
international 


hank nevertheless possessed a strong 
veto power with 
respect to 
any 


transaction affecting 
the 
United 


States. ' He declared that notwith- 
standing America's declination to al- 
low the Federal Keserve board to 
name directors of the new bank, 
aa has Treen done by the central 
banks of six other 
countries, two 


Americans had been named by the 
American banking groups and that 
the Federal Reserve bank of New 
York has the right to object just 
the same. 
Mr. Traylor argued that the new 


bank is relatively small in that it 
probably never will have capital out- 
itanding- of more than twenty-five

RECORD FOR GLIDING 


Jack Barstow Ends Flight 


of 15 Hours, 12 Minutes in 
Motorless Plane 


San Diego, Calif.—OP)—Jack Bar- 


stow, sail plane pilot, 
landed 
at 


Point Loma at 3:56 this morning, 
ending a flight o£ 15 hours and 12 
minutes duration that unofficially es- 
tablished a new world's record for 
motor-less sustained flight. 


BarstoW took off -at 12:44 p. m. 


yesterday, and took advantage of a 
favorahle breeze to circle San Dicjgo 
and Point Loma. He also exceeded 
the American ' glider 
mark of 9 


hours, 5 minutes and 32 2-5 seconds 
estahlished several months by Haw- 
ley Bowlus. 


The official glider record is 14 


hours and 45 minutes and was es- 
tablished in Germany. As his flight 
was unofficial and he 
carried no 


barograph, Barstow cannot claim a 
new official mark. 


Barstow soared into the air in the 


face of a strong south wind. 
The 


take-off was made over the precipi- 
tous cliffs near the end of Point 
Loma. 


At 9:50 last night the American 


record had been shattered and the 
powerless craft' continued its flight 
through the darkness and on the 
wings of a cold, rain-laden wind. 


Shortly before midnight the' pilot 


shouted to his friends that he was 
"going after the German 
record," 


and then, as the wind shifted toward 
the west and increased in force he 
gained altitude and 
soared 
from 


sight. 


Before darkness 
closed in 
last 


night Barstow soared far out over 
the ocean and at tunes at altitude of 
almost 1,000 feet.

Chicago—W) Two thousand Bride- 


well prisoners, with the Ohio peni- 
tentiary tragedy still fresh in mind, 
were aroused early today when fire 
broke out in the prison's carpenter 
shop. 


The 
flames 
were 
extinguished 


quickly and before any appreciable 
damage was done. Superintendent 
James Curran said that except for 
a brief moment of excitement the 
prisoners made no demonstration. 
Several detective squads were sent 
to the prison to guard against any 
attempt at a wholesale Jail delivery, 
but Curran was able to handle the 
situation with his available force of 
guards. 


The carpenter shop is 
150 feet 


from the cell blocks. Combustion in 
a pile of sawdust started the blaze, 
firemen said. 


The aldermanic committee on mu- 


nicipal institutions decided only yes- 
terday to make an immediate inspec- 
tion of the Bridewell to determine 
what improvements are. necessary to 
reduce the fire hazard. The prison 
population at present Is 500 above 
the normal capacity.

London—(XP)—Prime Minister Mac- 


donald lifted a telephone in the cab- 
inet room at No. 10 Downing-st at 
8:30 A. M. today and talked to Prime 
Minister Scullen of the Australian 
commonwealth, at Canberra, 12,000 
miles away. 


The conversation was In inaugur- 


ation of telephone service between 
England and Australia which will be 
available to the public at a price of 
6 pounds or about $29 for three min- 
utes. 


The two labor premiers talked for 


a quarter of an hour about empire 
problems, when they would meet 
next, and the cricketing title which 
the Australian team now in England 
expect to take back to Australia. 


Listeners who were In the room 


with ear-phones said Premier Scul- 
len's voice was clearly audible. 


After Mr. MacDonald had finished, 


the connection was switched to the 
residence of David Lloyd George, 
coalition premier in war days, who 
talked to "William Hughes, wartime 
premier in Australia. 


They had a ten minute conversa- 


tion on a perfectly clear line. It was 
the first time the two statesmen had 
spoken to each other since signing 
of the peace treaty at Versailles.

official copy of the London naval 
treaty. 


Secretary Sthnson, who headed the 


American delegation to the confer- 
ence, presentee} the document to the 
president on the south grounds of 
the White House. 


Mr. Hoover is anxious for the sen- 


ate to act on the pact at this ses- 
sion and was expected to send it to 
the capitol soon. 


The ceremony of presentation was 


brief 
and unostentatious. In the 


small 
audience 
were

Adams and Senator Robinson, Dem- 
ocrat, Arkansas, 
members of 
the 


American delegation 
and operators 


of talking motion picture machines. 


The original of the treaty, signed 


by the delegates of the United States, 
Great Britain, Japan, ^France and 
Italy remains, in London. 


After the ceremony, the conference 


delegates were entertained 
by the

at luncheon.

Secretary Cotton the state depart- 
ment, 
and Assistant 
Secretary 


Jahncke of the navy, also were pres- 
ent. 


Presenting the treaty to President 


Hoover, Secretary Stimson said he 
was honored to hand the chief' execu- 
tive! the treaty concluded at the Lon- 
don conference and expressed regret 
that some other members 
of the 


delegation could not be present. 


He thanked the president for the 


privilege and honor of participating 
In the negotiations as head of the 
delegation. 


Replying, the president expressed 


appreciation of the delegation's ac- 
complishments. 


At the luncheon, it was planned to 


discuss the selection of a date for 
sending the treaty to the senate 
for ratification. 
It was regarded as 


likely that it would be transmitted 
to the senate not earlier than next 
Monday, and probably will be ac- 
companied by a special message or a 
letter of transmittal.

First Shot in Tuesday's 


Outbreak at Prison 


Columbus, Ohio — OP)— The iron 


hand of the militia ruled Ohio peni- 
tentiary today after more than a 
week of tumult, climaxed yesterday 
when national guardsmen, entered 
the prison to put down the mutiny 
that followed the death of 820 con- 
victs in the fire a week ago Monday. 
' With nearly 1.000 national guards- 
men, led by Col. Robert Haubrich, de- 
tailed to duty inside and-outside the 
prison "walls, the situation has been 
quiet since prison guards rained bul- 
lets into the prisoners' ranks and 
ended an'attack on the barred doors 
of "white city," the idle house. 
- An atmosphere of tensity still was 
evident, however and the revolting 
convicts, idle since the fire, appar- 
ently had not entirely abandoned 
their "passive resistance" movement 
by which they hoped to bring about 
the removal of Warden Prestpn E. 
Thomas. 
After Colonel Haubrich had led 


his men into the prison, the staff of 
prison guards went to the outside, 
leaving the 
soldiers in complete 


charge. A few of the guards had re- 
turned today. 
Prison officials were investigating 


a guard's statement that the first 
shot was fired' by a convict. War- 
den Thomas said the guard, whose 
name -was withheld, told him no 
shooting occurred until a bullet came 
from the direction of the cell blocks.

,The revolt in India continues to

In some sections the 
Uprisings have become so serious as to 
require the dispatch of considerable 
forces of troops. Accompanying the 
civil disorders is a boycott of British 
goods which threatens to cause heavy 
losses to British producers and export- 
ers and to complicate the already dis- 
tressing industrial situation in En- 
gland. Japan is taking advantage of 
the boycott to develop her trade in 
that quarter and it is reported that her 
wares are being well received. 


There can, of course, be only one out- 


come of the collision between the na- 
tives and the British government. The 
latter will prevail and the uprising, no 
matter what form or extent it assumes, 
will be put down. How much blood- 
shed there is will depend upon the re- 
sistance. Nevertheless, the nationalist 
movement will not be crushed. 
It is 


assuming' proportions where it cannot 
be entirely disregarded by London, 
and it is based on complaints which 
are so just as to necessitate reform.

RECOMMENDATION 


The lack of understanding between 


the White house and the senate is 
again brought to public attention by 
President Hoover's message to con- 
gress urging it to act upon recommen- 
dations previously made for more ef- 
fective law enforcement legislation. He 
says that five of these recommenda- 
tions must be carried out if he is to 
"assume the high duty which falls 
upon the executive for enforcement of 
the federal laws." 
These five mea- 


sures include transfer 
of prohibi- 


tion enforcement fom the treasury to 
the department of justice, where it log- 
ically belongs and where it will put an 
end to divided responsibility. A bill 
providing for this transfer was passed 
by the house but it has been held up in 
the senate. 


A second request is that relief be af- 


forded from congestion in the courts. 
The third problem is to find some 
means of relief from over-crowded fed- 
eral prisons. This can be had only by 
an extension of the parole system or 
by increasing physical facilities. There 
are already nearly 12,000 persons in 
federal establishments built to 
hold 


less -than 7,000. The. overcrowding is, 
as the president points out, inhuman. 
It affords one of the stocky arguments 
of the wets against prohibition, the as- 
sertion being made that the Volstead 
act is principally responsible for the 
large number of prisoners. The presi- 
dent also wishes the board of control 
system reorganized to consolidate-vari- 
ous agencies to prevent illegal entry of 
both aliens and goods. 
Finally, he 


makes the statement that the District 
of Columbia is without an adequate 
prohibition enforcement law. 
Here 


again the senate is withholding action 
and the inference may be warranted 
that it does not wish actual enforce- 
ment at the seat of the federal govern- 
ment. 


Mr. Hoover admits that a consider- 


able part of court, and prison conges- 
tion and unsatisfactory conditions sur- 
rounding crime and law enforcement, 
arise from laws relating to intoxicating 
liquors, yet the laws relating to nar- 
cotics, automobile thefts, etc., which 
have been enacted by congress during 
recent years, also contribute to exist- 
ing evils. 
He adds that less than a 


third of the 
federal prisoners 
are 


chargeable to prohibition. 


There is hardly any room for argu- 


ment about the president's recommen- 
dations. They ought to be carried out 
and they ought to have the prompt and 
conscientious cooperation of congress. 
There is no prospect of reforms or 
changes which will lessen the demands 
on the courts or on prison facilities. 
There is no immediate prospect of re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. In 
the meantime, the government and the 
nation should do their best to break 
down organized crime and protect the 
people against lawlessness. 


Each one of the president's recom- 


mendations is meritorious and, as he 
admonishes congress, this legislation is 
necessary if he is to discharge the ob- 
ligation which rests upon the president 
to enforce the law and maintain order. 
The president seems to be entirely 
willing to assume this responsibility 
and to perform it to the best of his 
ability. He makes no exception even of 
prohibition. Congress can have no le- 
gitimate excuse for withholding 
the 


cooperation he requests. 
If it is not 


given we will probably have the senate 
to thank for a general 
non-confor- 


mance to White house policies and a 
readiness to embarrass the president 
on every occasion.

The common 
respiratory Infections, which J de- 
signate indiscriminately as "crl" in- 
clude 
coryza, 
tonsillitis, 
quinsy, 


acute laryngitis, acute bronchitis, 
pneumonia, influenza cerebrospinal 
meningitis, 
diphtheria, 
measles, ! 


acute poliomyelitis, scarlet fever, 
whooping cough, pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, mumps, in some parts of the 
world pneumonic plague. The notion 
that physical exhaustion predisposes 
to disease applies to any of these 
specific diseases mentioned, as well 
as to other attendant or complicat- 
ing troubles, such as pleurisy, sin- 
usitis, acute mastoiditis, middle ear 
inflammation, acute multiple arthri- 
ist, and the like. All such illnesses 
are associated in the layman's mind 
with physical exhaustion. There is 
a vague idea that one must first be 
weakened somehow, or one's "re- 
sistance" must be lowered, before 
such illness is likely to occur. 


"Well, there may be a wee small 


grain of truth in. that. If there is, 
it is so very small that it is scarcely 
woith worrying about in any cir- 
cumstances. Of course I don't know 
whether theie is any truth in the 
notion or not; neither d-oes iry other 
doctor or health authority. So I 
maintain, that until we do know 
something about this, we doctors 
and health authorities are not mor- 
ally justified in warning or worrying 
the laity about a hypothetical "low- 
ering of resistance" or in publishing- 
rules for keeping up resistance.

health authorities, in time of flu or 
pneumonia epidemic, about the im- 
portance of "securing plenty of fresh 
air and good nourishing food" Is 
never taken seriously by anybody 
anyway?" Doesn't every ona try to 
do that all the time, as a matter of 
instinct?

Judjw John J. Parker to th« Ulnted 
states supreme court. Politic* may 
not b» th* most important factor 
because there ar» vital and funda- 
mental issues involved, but politic* 
seems to have been a determining 
factor in each development from t 
very start. 


All of which is not calculated to 


wake the eight sitting justices very 
happy. Goodness knows they had 
their feathers ruffled during th« 
bitter, unprecedented Sonat* fight 
over the Hughes nomination, A 
majority of 
senators finally 
got 


Hughes on the bench, but only after 
a strong minority which contained 
the best constitutional lawyer" in 
Congress had weji nigh destroyed 
the sacrosanctity previously asso- 
ciated with the highest tribunal. 
Now the court has found its va- 
cancy involved in a political mess 
which couldn't help but affect 
Jts 
prestige still further, regardless of 
the outcome of the contest. 


In the first 
place, the youthful 


Judge Parker's public record was 
largely political. He has been, on 
the bench only glnce 1925, He had 
made some good campaigns as a Re- 
publican "candidate for 
office and 


his appointments as an assistant to 
Attorney 
General 
Daugherty and 


to the federal circuit bench might 
properly be 
regarded as 
political 


rewards. No one has charged that 
Parker was merely a politician, but 
politics was his main background. 


In the second place, not even the 


White House appears to deny that 
the political factor was very im- 
portant in Parker's appointment to 
the supreme qourt. Nothing seems 
to have been found in his record to 
inspire his elevation 
to such 
an 


exalted judicial position. President 
Hoover in making the appointment 
failed to cite anything of the. sort 
and he refused to follow his cus- 
tomary practice of issuing a list pf 
those who had recommended the 
nominee. Naturally> nearly 
^very- 


one jumped to the conclusion that 
Parker 
had been 
nominated be- 


cause he was a very eminent North 
Carolina 
Republican and 
because 


North Carolina is a southern state 
where 
the 
Republicans 
have 
a 


chance in elections that ought to be 
nourished1. 


Partisan politics has to be 'count- 


ed in again when one considers al 
tbe Democrats 
opposing 
Parker 


Senators Norris and Borah, leading 
the anti-Parker forces, are not com- 
monly suspected of selfish motives 
In this case, but 
some of 
the 


strength behind them has unques 
tionably been there because ^ome 
senators are happy to embarrass 
the administration at any and all 
times. 


But for anyone who can stand 


off and view the situation with a 
cold, unprejudiced eye the 
mosl 


amusing angle arises when one con 
siders that the same brand of par- 
tisan politics 
supposed 
to 
have 


figured in the nomination was re- 
sponsible for the desertion of the 
administration 
by 
senators who 


considered- the 
preservation 
of 


their 
own political hides 
much 


more vital than'the preservation of 
Mr. Hoover's political prestige. 


That is, quite a number of Re 


publican 
senators, ordinarily 100 


per cent loyal 
to_ the 
administra 


tion, feared the wrath of 
groups 


among their constituents far more 
than the ire of the president. They 
began to writhe as soon as it ap 
peared that the labor organizations 
and the negro organizations were 
very violently opposed to Parker's 
confirmation.

One answer for them: 


"I am opposed to the principle of 


a tariff for protection and shall vote 
accordingly." 


OPPOSED ONE DECREASE 


When the new publicity machine 


of the Republican National Commit- 
tee issued its recent broadside show- 
ing that Democratic senators cast 
1010 
votes for duty increases or 


against decreases their figures show- 
ed that although Smith hadn't vot- 
ed for a single increase he had voted 
against one proposed decrease. He 
hadn't intended to spoil his record 
that way, but it appears that when 
the question of cutting: the rate on 
kaolin—a clay—came up, Smith just 
figured that the pottery industry had 
received so many tariff favors that 
he was opposed to granting them 
any more—such as cheaper kaolin.

His hobbies 
are fishing and hunting. 


He has always been a farmer aad 


raises a couple of hundred bales of 
cotton a year on his plantation at 
Lynchburg, S. C. He helped organ- 
ize the Southern Cotton association 
in 1905 and was field agent and gen- 
eral organizer for it until he was 
nominated and elected a senator 22 
years ago. In 22 years lie has been 
the persistent champion, of cotton 
here and has fathered nearly all the 
Important cotton legislation. He was 
author of the Smith-Lever cotton 
futures act which controls and stab- 
ilizes the exchanges and has push- 
ed plenty of farm aid bills. During 
the war it was Smith who presented 
the measure which led to the crea- 
tion of the Muscle Shoals for muni- 
tions in wartime and fertilizer in 
peacetime. He was chairman of the 
Immigration committee \\hen it pio- 
duced and passed the fhst restiicted 
immigration act over Wilson's veto. 
He has been here longer than other 
South Carolina senator, 
including 


Calhoun and Ben Tillman. 


WON COMMERCE 
CHAIRMANSHIP

to the chairmanship of the senate 
committee on mtei state commeice 
during the 68th congress when the 
Republicans had a senate majority.

London— The 
American 
people 


were rather startled th* other day 
when a United States Senator pro- 
posed that 150,000,000 should be ap- 
propriated by the government for 
public works in which the 
unem- 


ployed could get Jobs. But that sum, 
large as it is, would seem a 
mere 


drop In the bucket to the people of 
Groat Britain and Germany. 


The truth is that for ten years af- 


ter the end of the war the United 
States presented a picture of un- 
exampled 
prosperity 
distributed 


through all classes of the people. It 
Is only last fall that the stock ex- 
change slump brought a halt and 
with it unemployment estimated at 
about 3,000.000 persons. 


On the other hand, Great Britain 


and Germany, ever since the war, 
have presented a picture the reverse 
of prosperous. 
England struggled 


with a mountain of war debts. Ger- 
many tottered under a mountain of 
war reparations. In Great Britain 
the coal mining industry, the steel 
and iron business and the textile in- 
dustry were all shot to pieces. In 
Germany all classes of trade were 
bad. In Great Britain, ever since the 
war, there have been from one to 
two million unemployed. The same 
ia true of Germany. In Great Brit- 
ain the tax on Incomes Is something 
like 22 per cent of what a 
man 


earns. In Germany it is CO per cent. 


HEAVILY TAXED 


They are, 
therefore, the 
most 


highly tared peoples in the world. 
And a considerable part of this ter- 
rific taxation Is very largely due to 
social insurance schemes designed 
to save the plain people from the 
sufferings of ill health, old age or 
unemployment. 


Germany led the world In social 


insurance. In the old days of the 
German empire, the former kaiser, 
who was deathly afraid of ths rise 
ot German Socialism, sought to stay 
the rising tide by stealing from the 
Socialist plank the best things In it. 
In this way his government gave 
the nation insurance against illness, 
insurance for their old age. Insur- 
ance against unemployment. 


The burden of this was fairly light 


In the days of the prosperous and 
busy Industrial Germany of before 
tho war. Since the war it Is a differ- 
ent story, especially as regards un- 
employment Insurance benefits. The 
army of the unemployed has grown. 
The sums needed for their keep have 
vastly increased.

STATIONS 


In addition to thosf who 
draw 


unemployment 
doles, 
tnere 
are 


many others who get relief from the 
government welfare stations. Work- 
ers nre divided into eleven groups 
according 
to 
their 
weekly wage 


rates, which vary from J2 for ap- 
prentices up to J15.T5 
for skilled 


workmen. 
Unemployment benefit 


varies from $1.50 up to 
$5.50 
per 


week, with 
allowance for 
depen- 


dents. 


In all the big industrial cities the 


government has set up an 
Arbeit- 


samt— an 
employment 
exchange— 


which Is worked in connection with 
all tho relirf schemes. On entering 
an Arbcltsnmt an applicant for re- 
lift must first register. If work is 
immediately found, the matter ends 
here. Otherwise the applicant pro- 
coeds to another room where he has 
to prove by his discharge 
papers 


that ho has 
qualified for 
benefit. 


This qualification Is six months em- 
ployment. If he has not qualified, he 
docs not get tho dole, but relief from 
the welfare- authorities. Six months 
employment 
entitles 
him to 
six 


months relief, but he must report 
1. very day at the labor exchange. 


PENALIZED FOR QUITTING 
If n.t the end of 26 weeks, 
the 


work has not been found for him, he 
i-oascs to draw the dole, but 
gets 


welfare relief and Is not entitled to 
insurance benefit until he can prove 
smother six months' employment. 


A recipient of benefit may not re- 


fuse work offered through the labor* 
exchange 
except 
on 
specified 


grounds. If, having taken work, he 
K!VOS it up without good reason, or 
if his behavior justifies his dismissal, 
he is penalized a certain number of 
days before he can once more draw 
thtv dole. 


The Arbeitsamts in the large cities 


do everything possible to keep the 
unemployed 
and, 
especially 
the 


younger people, from loafing in the 
streets. Most of them have big class 
rooms and 
workshops 
In which 


courses for more than a thousand 
people at a time are held. Half the 
courses are for clerical workers and 
the rest for manual workers. Attend- 
ance, especially for the 
younger 


people, is obligatory if they wait to 
draw their doles. 


Since the welfare relief was insti- 


tuted, various big cities, and espe- 
cially tho commercial capital of the 
Ruhr, Essen, have worked out in- 
genious schemes. Kasen has used the

Meeting at 
Eagle's hall, more 


than 300 people from the areas con- 
fcerned upheld the opposition voiced 
in their behalf by Attorney Arnold 
C. Otto of Milwaukee andr Attorney 
Leo P. Fox of Chilton. 


In his openingstatement, Jerry 


Donahue, chairman of 
the state 


highway commission, who presided 
at the hearing, said that the propos- 
ed relocation was the outgrowth of 
an attempt to devise a paving pro- 
gram that could be immediately en- 
tered upon, and would be financially 
sound in view of the assessed valua- 
tion of the county and its constitu- 
tional bonding limit. No outside in- 
fluences, he refuted, had prevailed 
upon the 
commission to 
abandon 


Highway 114 and the present layout 
of 10, two parallel routes with com- 
mon terminals, and relocate High- 
way 10 on an intermediate course. 
Division Engineer D. F. Culbertson 
of Green Bay explained how approxi- 
mately 18 miles would be thereby 
eliminated from the program, effect- 
ing a saving of about one-half mil- 
lion dollars. 


Signatures of nearly 800 protesting 


taxpayers were presented 
by At- 


torney Arnold C. Otto, who repre- 
sented the communities along the 
present route of Highway 10. He 
spoke in favor of the directness of 
the present route across the north- 
ern portion of towns Brillion, Wood- 
ville.'and Harrison; its greater safe- 
ty in reference to railroad crossings; 
he protested against the suggested 
course as being through an unin- 
habited area to the- neglect of the 
best developed and longest settled- 
communities. 


Mr. Otto discussed at length the 


projected bond issue to finance the 
building with the relocation, and ex- 
pressed a belief, based upon various 
figures, that more mileage could be 
safely included without 
exceeding 


thfe limit 
of bonded indebtedness. 


"Add1 a little to your direct tax and 
get-what you want", was his plea as 
he protested against the abandon- 
ment of what seven years ago was 
laid out as the county's just portion 
of the state trunk highway system. 
Concrete, he said, is 
the coming 


means of transportation, and should 
be built where people have settled. 


Attorney Leo. P. Fox, 
speaking 


chiefly for the retention of Highway 
114, also presented a petition with 
400 signatures from town 
Rantoul. 


He too upheld the continuation of 
the layout Of seven years ago, which 
met with general approval, and ad- 
vised, if rigid economy be the aim, 
to abandon all road construction. 


He predicted the defeat of the bond 


issue for the program if it included 
the relocation of Highway 10 and the 
discontinuance of Highway 114. Ex- 
cept for the explanations, offered by 
Mr. Donahue and Fred J. Seguin of 
the highway commission, there were 
no speakers upholding the proposed 
relocation. Mr.' Donahue, in adjourn- 
ing the 
hearing, intimated 
that 


though the relocation was proposed 
solely in the interests of sound fi- 
nance, the demands of the 
public 


would not be ignored to the extent 
of endangering the approval of the 
bond issue in a popular referendum. 


The Calumet-co board, which a few 


weeks ago, endorsed- the proposals of 
the state highway commission by a 
19 to 1 vote, is to meet on May G when 
a referendum vote on the bonding 
proposition is to be considered.. The 
proposal calls for an issue of $1,695,- 
000 to pave 49 miles in five years. 
The retention of Highway 114 and 
the present layout of 10 in the sys- 
tem would increase the mileage to

New Growth and Fine Old 


Swept Away Every Year, 
He Says 


Minneapolis — (IP) — Destructive 


forest fires, ' sweeping away new 
growth as well as burning remain- 
ing stands of mature timber, con- 
tinues to be the biggest problem in 
conservation in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and other lake states, Grover 
Conzet, Minnesota state forester, de- 
clared today at a luncheon meeting 
of the American Forestry associa- 
tion. 
Fires must be stopped if forestry 


is to move forward to a solution of 
the important problems of land own- 
ership, land use, water power, and 
recreation, as well as employment 
in connection with forests and forest 
lands, Mr. Conzet said. 


"The burning of our cut over and 


forest lands, year after year, or even 
only once is destroying its value to 
the owner and as soon as he has had 
an opportunity to look it over he 
has quit paying taxes on it, Mr. 
Conzet said. 


"The forest fire situation is much 


of the lakes state is deciding our 
land use or probably I should say 
dis-use," 
the 
forester continued. 


"Large acreages burned over at one 
time in forest fires even in our finest 
northern agricultural lands is a 
detriment to the community. Only a 
few acres are put into crops and the 
remainder grows up to fireweed and 
sow thistle which are not only an 
increased fire menace but a menace 
to cropping of other lands. 
With 


the timber gone winter labor and 
farm help goes with it. New settlers 
do not care to move into a commun- 
ity and start their buildings in a 
wide open country -with nothing but 
stumps, exposed rock and six inches 
of ashes." 


Lands burned over the especially 


repeated burnings do not reproduce 
the valuable soft woods of the-north- 
ern states but new growth runs to 
the less valuable species, generally 
not adapted to the soil type, Mr. 
Conzet said. The land becomes un- 
desirable for agricultural purposes 
and of little utility for timber pro- 
duction except by artificial regenera- 
tion, he said. 


"The lake states comprise one of 
the greatest and most 
diversified 


summer recreational areas of North 
America. Its roadside scenery, clear 
streams and lakes, 
abundance 
of 


fish and game, depend on one thing 
only; the preservation of trees and 
forests. Mixed forests for recreation- 
al purposes are no doubt the ideal. 


"Solution of our fire problem does 


not lie in proper fire protection, but 
in high degree of prevention. A*-fire 
protection force is more than' an 
ambulance. To prevent these fires it 
is necessary to get at the source. 
- "Lightning fires vary from one' 


, to" 30 per year in this state. 
Rail- 


road fires, which used to be the 
largest number have been reduced to 
around IS per cent, with practically 
no damage. 
Smokers fires in the 


last ten years have gone from prac- 
tically nothing to over 10 per cent. 
Fires from 
agricultural 
pursuits, 


clearing lands, 
burning 
meadows 


and all affiliated causes still holds 
upward to 60 per cent of the number 
of fires started. 
Incendiarism 
is 


probably not over 5 per cent. 


"Without 
suggesting 
details in 


connection with the remedies, there 
are probably four main thoughts or 
projects in reducing our forest fire 
losses," Mr. Conzet said.- 


"One 
is a zoning plan of remov- 


ing practically all settlers and de- 
velopment from established forest 
zones or areas. The second is in- 
tensive educational work to cause 
the general public to be more care- 
ful with fire in the woods and prair- 
ies and to educate the people into 
the use of fire in a more restricted 
manner and to do less burning with 
the idea of prevention.

CONSOLIDATIONS OF 


BANKS IN SMALLER 
TOWNS NOT LIKELY 


N e w Policy Adopted by 


Bankers Throughout Coun- 
try Now 
Copyright; 1930, by Cons. Press 
Washington—(CPA>—Small banks, 


which are lying confidently on the 
tracks of business in the hope of be- 
hig run over by consolidations, are 
doomed to disappointment in many 
cases. This was made conclusively 
evident by the statements, both pub- 
lio and private, made today by big 
bank executives called here to con- 
sult with members of congress and 
with the house committee on bank- 
ing as to the financial trends. 


One great banker declared that, in 


his opinion, there would be few 
towns eventually that would have a 
bank, unless they possessed over five 
thousand inhabitants. He was 
In- 


clined to believe that a population of 
ten thousand was necessary to sup- 
port even a small country bank. 


Some months ago, it was true the 
great bankin' groups were inclined 
to acquire small banks at prices that 
filled the small banker's bosom with 
Joy and content. That period has 
definitely passed. 


The banking groups now declare 


their eyes are set only on one ob- 
ject and that object is to make mon- 
ey for their stockholders. They will 
continue to buy banks, but they will 
buy only good banks, those already 
showing a profit. 


They set forth that it is, of course, 


possible to change a non-money-mak- 
ing bank into a profit maker by effi- 
cient management and proper finan- 
cial methods, but the bis groups are 
not going to make the trouble to do 
this when they can buy units which 
already are making money. 
The 


criticism has been made that 
the 


banking groups have paid too high- 
ly for some of their units. 
These 


groups admit that in some cases this 
might be justified, but they claim 
their acquisitions have been justified 
by the increased profits to all con- 
cerned. 


One prominent banker said today 
that no modern financier was so 
foolish as to divorce himself abso- 
lutely from an altruistic attitude. To 
be in business solely to make money, 
he said, defeatec. its own end but. 
after all, the main object of business 
life is the making of profits and the 
banks of the country have not lost 
sight of this major objective. 


Bank executives anticipate an ex- 


tremely bad banking year for the 
small, badly run, ill advised, local 
community banks. 
They see them 


passing out of the picture, either 
through voluntary or involuntary 
winding up of their affairs; yet they 
see also increased safety and better 
service to the public as a result of 
-the consolidation of the 
financial 


system into fewer and more able 
hands. This situation has been re- 
flected in the prices of some bank 
stocks. 


According to financial authorities 


the hope of the small town bank lies, 
not in group banking, but in branch 
banking. It is possible, they say, to 
operate a branch at far less cost 
than a unit of a group. This develop-
